SAD NEWS OF TURIE C. NORDSTROM
RECEIVED HERE YESTERDAY-—
COMMUNITY FINDS IT DIFFICULT
TO CREDIT THE STORY.

The family and friends of Turie C.
Nordstrom, of this city, were smitten
with astonishment and sorrow yesterday
morning, when the information was giv-
en out, from unimpeachable sources, that
be had deliberately committed a gross
frogery in Chicago, the sum of the bad
deal being put at §15,000.

The story was so unusual that none
who hearl were able to credit it, and
in the hope that it might be susceptible
of denial or explanation or at least, of

. qualification, am_Astorian reporter was
sent ai once to interview Cashier 8. 8.
Gordon, of the First National Bank, as
well as to Assistant Cashier John Nord-
strom, of the Scandinavian-American
Bank, the father of the young man. The
interviews resulted in unqualified con-
firmation of the mews, but neither gen-
tleman had any possible suggestion to
offer as to the reason that actualed the
offense.

Mr, Gondon said, among other things,
that young Nordstrom had sought a few

. days' leave from the bank on the day
before Thanksgiving, but owing to busi-
ness pressure at the bank it was not
granted; and a day or two later he re-
ecived o letter from the draft-clerk, then
in Pendleton, saying he had had to go
.without permission and woull be
back in a few days. Since then
nothing has been heard of Nordstrom at
the bank until yesterday morning. when
the bank opened its morning mail, the
discovery was made of a forged draft,
in favor of one C, A. Cole, that had been
paid on December 3rd, by the First
National Bank, of Chicago. The draft
wae, upon its face, a glaring forgery,
and Cashier Gordon at onde apprised the
Chicago house of the fact, and then be-
gan a search of the books for anything
that might throw light upon the situa-
tion. It was uscertained that on the
16th of Nosvmber, young Nordstrom lad
purchased and paid for a draft, in the
sum of £3, on the First National Bank
of Chicago and pay able to €. A. Cole, or,
at least that was what the stub here
indicated; the presumption being that
he had filled in the fuce of the draft af-
terward including Mr. Bennett's signa-
ture, and presented it, 17 days later, ut
the Chicago bank. The siguature of
Asgistant Cashier J. R. A. Bennett, of
the First National Bank of this city
bad been carefully exploited in the mat-
ter. This was further supplemented by
the uze of Mr. Bennett's signature,
whicl is wlleged to have been attached
to a letter of imtroduetion, or eredit,
which Nordstwm presented, in further-
ance of his plans, at the Clicago house.

Simultaneonsly with the receipt of the
eancelled Jdraft for #15,000, the bank
here réceived o letter from ihe Chieago
bank advising it that “referring to your
letter of introduction of November 16,
our London correspondent desires more
explicit information concerning C. A,
Cole,” ete, ete, This would indicate
that Nordstrom had presented the draft
at the foreign-exchange window of the
Chicago institution, had taken letters of
eredit abroad for the face of it, and had
gone Jirectly to England and cashed it
there, for its exchange value.

To date this is all the information
posseased by the loeal bank, with the
conjectures inseparable from the known
facts, Mr. Cordon said further that he
knew of nothing to urge the young
wan to such a course; that he was quiet,
orderly, and correct in all hic work
abiout the bank, and was counted a fair-
Iy valuable subordinate and that up to

straight and reliable in all things, The

The father of the misguided youth,
Mr. JohnNordstrom, was seen at the
Scandinavian-American Bauk during the
afternoon, and had but little to offer in
the way of explanation. He was pro-
foundly disturbed by the terrible news
of the day, and could not account for
the impulse that had led to hia son's
downfall. He said that so far as he
knew his son’s married life was happy
and his home pleasantly and carefully
maintained, and that none of the family
could devise an excuse or reason for the
miserable climax to what was deemed to
be, a fairly successful, and altogether
promising, home-like, and business
eareer,

Mr. Nordstrom said further, that his
son bad leit the city to go to Portland,
being urgel thereto by a telegram ad-
vising him of a chance to sell some oil
stock he possessed, for the sum of §2000,
and it was in obedience to this summons
that he bade his young wife and two-
year-old baby goodbye on the eve of
Thanksgiving and departed. The next
heard from him was a letter to his wife
from Pendleton saying that bhe would
have to go on to Chieago to conclude
the oil deal, but that it was worth the
time and expense, that the 82000 would
stand them in good stead in the fitting
of their new home, ele, efe, and this
was the last that was heard from him
by the family until a letter arrived from
Chicago, addressed to his wife and en-
closing the sum of §200, with a few
meagre business details.

At about the same time, Mr, Nord-
sirom had received intelligence by tele-
phone, from the Astoria National Bank,
advising him that they had just re-
ceived a letter from Turie, at Chieago,
enclosing $100, in full payment of a
note they. held against him, with the
endorsement of Mr. K. Osburne thereon.
Almost at the same time he was ap-
prised by the late Captain Campbell,
that he had also heard from the son, his
letter also containing $100, in settlement
of an obligation which had been stand-
ing for some time, Aside from these
communiecations, no other word has been
received from the boy and there is deep
and poignant grief in his, and his
father's home, over the almost unbeliev
able details that bhave been unfolded =o
far, with the bitter anxiety for that
which is yet to come.

Plain as the faets seem to be, the mat
ter is finexplicable here, us Nordstrom
was highly throughout the
ity and bad friends by the score, none
of whom had the remotest suspicion of
aueh n thing in connection with him. e
belongs to one of the Lest families in
the city and so far as is known, had no
bad habits nor asxsociation, but, on the

respected

eontrary, was peculiarly happy in all
his relations about town. He not only
enjoyed the confidence of the bank he
sorved, but of other employers about
the city, ineluding the management of
the Morning Astorian, where he worked
for two years; all have a kindly word
for the man and are utterly at sea over
the erisis that has arisen in his life.
The work be did at Chicago falls, fully,
1z to the loss, upon the bank at Chicago,
and it is not known what steps
they have taken to apprehend young
Nordstrom. The circumstance has filled
this eity with sorrow, not only for the
vietim of this wretched impulse, but for
liis hionored father and family, and his
own wife and t']lili.l, hereft of his care
amd sustenance,

taches to the long and honorable earcer
of his father, John Nordstrom, in this
city, where that gentleman has held
place after place of honor and trust, and
has ever discharged them with a fidelity
and rigid adherence to the highest prin-
business habit that ‘Thave
wronght Tor him the distinguishing
soubriquet of “Honest John Nordstrom,”
and for whom the entire community feels
only the sorrow insperable from such an
untoward circumstance as this,
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A NEST HARD TO FIND.

Remarkable and Artistic Home of the
Humming Bird.

The howe of the humming bird s
one of the most remarkable aud artistie
erentions of all bird architecture. 1t In
A tiny, dellcate cup, made of the soft
est plant down, saddied upon some
rather glender branch so deftly that It
seems n part thereof, The sallva of
the birds s used o compact and seoure
the material and lkewse to coat the
oxterior with the gray green lchens
so generally found upon trees, This
makes It so assimilate with the sur
roundings that it is a very diffieult ob
Ject to discover. And thereby hangs o
tle. A gentloman had told me that
If 1 would call upon hilm he would
show me an occupled nest of a hum:
ming bird In his orchal. When |
came, he was out of town, but |
thought I would see If 1 conld not find
the nest myself. 8o [ made Inspection
from tree to tree, and presently the fe
male hummer began to Ay about me
anxlously. We played a game of hot
and cold untll It became evident that
the nest must be In a certain low apple
tree which had many dead, lichen cov.
ered branches. Some of these came
down nearly to the ground, and for
quite awhlle T stood by the tree, run
ulng my eyes along each branch In or
der, trylong to make out the nest, while
the female kept darting frantically at
my head. It must have been pearly a
quarter of an hour before I discovered
that 1 was standing almost touching
the nest with my hands, having been
looking right over it all the time. It
contained two fresh eggs, this being In
the early part of June. The branch
upon which It was bullt was complete-
Iy overgrown with lichens, and the
nest, belng covered with them, too, was
wonderfully disgulsed, though there

THE SMALLEST SCREWS.

To the Naked Eye They Look Like
Specks of Dust.

The smallest screws In the world are
those made In watch factorles. They
are cut from steel wire by a machine,
but as the chips full from the knlfe It
looks as If the operator was slmply
cutting up the wire for his own di
verslon. One thing ls certaln—no
screws can be seen, and yet a screw
{8 made by every third operation.

The fourth Jewel wheel screw Is
next to Invisible, to the naked eye re
sembling a speck of dust. With o
glass, however, It can be made out
quite distinctly, 1t has 200 threads to
an Inch. These little screws are four
one-thousandth of an Inch In dinm-
eter, aud the hends are double In size.
It has been estimated that an ordinary
thimble would bold 100,000 of them,

About 1,000,000 of them are maou
factured [n the course of a month,
put no attempt I8 ever made to count
them. In determining the number 100
of them are placed on 4 very dellcate
balance and the number of the whoie
quantity calenlated from the welght
of these. All the small parts of the
watch are counted In this way, prob
ably 50 out of the 120.

When they bave been cut the screws
are hardened and put Into frames,
about 100 to the frame, heads up. This
s done very rapidly, bul entirely by
the sense of touch instead of by sight.
50 that a blind man with a lttle ex-
perlence could perform the task.

The next step In the process Is to
pollsh the heads In an automatie ma
chine, 10,000 at a time. The plate on
which this is done is coversd with ofl
and a grinding compound, and on this
the machite moves them very rapldly
by a reversing motion untll they are
In perfect condition.—Chlcago Record
Herald,
